It is transformed 
Into a sitting-room, large, yet rich 
in its surroundings marble doors, 

plush covered chairs and sofas, 

highly decorated pillars, elegant 
chandeliers, mirrors and paintings. 

Xciy few, if any, of the guests use 
this room on Sunday, and for 
years the deaf have congregated on 
one side of the room for a couple 
of hours every Sunday. IJut now 
and then, some one very shabbily 
dressed feels thai he has I he same 

privilege as his neatly dressed 

friends because hi' is deaf too, of 
course, as long as they behave 
themselves, they are not molested, 
but still thes are an eye sore to 

the guests of the hotel, who pay 

lit a day and over lo be in a nice 
hotel and among nice people, so 
that when two or three saunter 
in with the appearance of Invest- 
ing their weeks' wages in drink 
instead of good clothes, these 

guests, of course, feel disgusted.

Perhaps it is that they need a 
shave badly, or lack clean collars, 
their shoes want to be polished, or 
their hat is all t lie worse for wear.

At present our house is widely 
divided. Mr. Divine, and all the 
male pupils, occupy Hie story of a 
store building. Customers, below

tively look out. to see where the 
Clouds are.

where the office, two school rooms, 
culinary department and female 
pupils are quartered, is a block 

away. v
